Miss Lowe's models have already made a trip to the 


United States. American dress merchants legally avoid cus- 
toms charges by taking new models through the Customs in 
bond. That is, they deposit with the government a sum, 
for the privilege of keeping the dresses for three months. 


During the three month period, copies are made, and then 


the dresses are shipped back to Paris. And in such fashion 
the importer cuts down the cost of reproduction, by avoiding 
the customs tax. 


Miss Lowe has an arrangement by which she receives 50 


or 60 of these dresses at a time from the finest houses in 
New York. And so she manages, at a good profit, to sell 
exclusive gowns from the finest couturiers in the world at the 
same price at which mass production American clothes are 
tola. 


Maybe changing her name had something to do with her 


tuccess. Then again maybe it didn't. It might have been 
rather a matter of courage and determination. The fact re- 
mains that Dorotliy Hunt, who hadn't, as they say, a nickel 
to bless herself with, is getting rich. 


Now. maybe you think it is easy to make money in Paris.
